Ottawa, May 29.-10:30 p.m.— I have 
just seen Sir John Macdonald. His speech 
is gone. Hemorrhage is extending to the 
brain. His condition is quite hopeless. 

(Sigued) Dr. Powell. 

Ottawa, May 30.— 1 a.m.— Advices from 
Sir John's bedside stato that he has just 
■poken a few words, but all hope of his re- 
covery has been abandoned. 

Ottawa, May 30.— 2 cm. — There is no 
change in Premier Mncdonald's condition. 
Dr. Powell says his patient is resting 
quietly. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.! 
Ottawa, May 29.— The Premier after 
having n comfortable night, and a quiet, 
restful morning, seemed to be progressing 
favorably. About 4:15 p.m., while Dr. 
Powell was with him, Sir John suffered a 
Stroke of pnra'ysis. The Doctor immediately 
sent for Sir James Grant and Dr. H. P. 
Wright, the leading physicians of East rn 
Ontario. Thoy remained at Earnscliffe until 
9 o'clock. On leaving they told the Colonist 
man that there was no hope, and it would 
be u miracle it the Premier pulled through. 

The following bulletin is significant in its 
meaning: — 

Earnscliffe, 9 p.m. — Sir John Mac- 
donald Buffered a relapse this p.m, while 
the doctor wua with him. He is quite con- 
scious at present, but his condition is most 
critical. (Signed) R. W. Powell, M.D. 

The Premier cannot speak ; he made 
several efforts unsuccessfully. 

Ottawa, Ont., May 29.— Midnight— The 
news of the serious nature of Sir Joint's 
condition only became known about 9:30 
p.m., when crowds gathered round the bul- 
letin boards iu the lobby, and many brushed 
away tears. 

At 10 p.m., Sir Hector Lungevin rose in 
the Commons and said : We have known 
for the last few days that the Premier has 
been lying ill at his residence. I have the 
painful duty to announce that the news from 
Earnscliffe is that the First Minister has had 
a relapse, and that he is in a most 
critical condition. Wo have reports from 
his medical attendants, and these gentlemen 
believe the Premier cannot live many hours 
longer. Under these circumstances, I 
move, seconded by Hon. Mr. Laurier, that 
t to debate be adjourned. 

The Hon. Wilfred Luurier, the 
Opposition leader, Buid : — Mr. Speaker : 
Under the circumstances, it is a painful 
duty for me to second the motion of Sir 
Hector Langevin. The country, of course, 
will bo allocked to hear tho news, and I am 
sure that under the circumstances it will 
not be possible to proceed with the business 
ot the House to-night. Therefore I second 
the motion for an adjournment. 

Tho House then adjourned. 

Immediately after tho adjournment most 
of the Ministers went down to EurnsolilFo 
and remaned until after tho medical con- 
sultation, when the following, bulletin was 
issued : — 

11 p.m.— Sir John continues in a precar- 
ious condition. Loss of power of speech ; 
respiration and circulation weak j rest 
somewhat better than during tho afternoon; 

has taken a moderate drink of liquid 
nourishment. 

This bulletin was signod by Drs. Powoll, 
Grant and Wright. 

1 :30 a. m. — Dr. Powoll has just informed the 
Colonist cot respondent that tho Premier's 
condition is about the same. Ho is resting 
quietly, and po-sibly may livo a duy or two. 
Tho doctors aro hopeful that ho will recover 
his speech. 

There is a good deal of cogitation as to 
what will follow tho Premier's death. Tho 



Houso is likely to adjourn for a month. Sir 
Hector Lungevin could not undertake the 
formation of a Ministry, and it is likely Sir 
John Thompson will be called upon.

— A cable from Lon- 
don says that at a meeting, yesterday, of 
the directors of tho Grand Truuk, it was 
decided to reduce ?ularics under §750 per 
annum five per cent., and those over that 
amount ten per cent. The reduction is to 
include every official of the road, from Sir 
Henry Tyler down. It is said that the 
weekly decrease in tho earnings amount to 
about $10,000, and unless the crops of On- 
tario turn out good, the prospects are bad, 
The Canadian Paciti;, on the other hand, 
shows an increase of about $45,000 weekly. 
The gain in tho net profits of tho road, from 
January to April 30th, was $555,777, with 
un increase of §80.000 per mouth, which it is 
admitted can easily bs expected.

WASHINGTON City, May 28. — The Presi- 
dent to-day received a dispatch from Min- 
ister Lincoln at London, saying official 
notice hud been given in tho Commons that 
a bill would bo introduced to authorize the 
Queen to prohibit British subjects from 
taking seals in Behring's Sea. The question 
engaged the President's principal attention 
to-day, and ho had conferences with the 
cabinet. One point considered was the ad- 
visability of sending war vessels to Behring's 
Sea to re-inforce revenue cutters in prevent- 
ing tho taking of seals in case a closed 
season is decided upon. This fleet would, 
ot course, co-operate with tho English war 
ships now in these waters in the enforce- 
ment of the agreement as concluded. It is 
understood the secretary of the navy re- 
ported that thero are three naval vessels 
that could be prepared for this servico with- 
out much delay. 

Tho news of Goschen's action was re- 
ceived with satisfaction at the State depart- 
ment. Generally, it is taken ns an indica- 
tion that tho British government is prep; 
ing to uccept the condition imposed by the 
President as preliminary to arbitration, and 
will cnusc British vessels to refrain from 
sealing meantime. The fixed period for 
cessation of sealing, referred to by Goschen, 
probably means the remainder of this sea- 
son. During this time, the arbitrators — 
for it is to bo presumed the British govern- 
meat"*/ action carries with it acceptance of 
tho forms of arbitration held out by the 
President duripg the correspondence — will 
have an opportunity to try and reach an 
agreement. In the event the point of arbi- 
tration is not reached, it may he that some 
time will be consumed in sending an 
expert commission to Alaska to investi- 
gate the actual condition of the rookeries 
and settle the questions which are still at 
issue between the governments of Great 
Britain and the United States, as to whether 
what is known as " pelagic sealing," or 
killing seals in the open sea on their way 
to and from the shore rookeries, is fully as 
destructive of seal life as has been repre- 
sented by the United States treasury 
agents.

The Insoreents Threaten to Bombard Vslpv 
ralio— The Defences of the City Being 
Strengthened. 

Washington, Moy 29.— Secretary Tracy 
says the story that the Itata has transferred 
the arms shipped at San Francisco to the 
Esmeralda is untrue. He thinks it will not 
bn long before we hear either of tho forced 
or peaceful surrender of the Itata. 

Paris, May 29.— Dispatches received here 
from Chili state the insurgents, contrary to 
their promises, now threaten to bombard 
Valparaiso. In view of these threats the 
defences of the city are being hurriedly 
strengthened. It is believed foreign powers 
will intervene should tho insurgents attempt 
to carry out their threats. 

ADMIRAL HOTHAM WILL INTERFERE. 

LOKDOK, May 29.— It is stated that the 
Government to day cabled Admiral Hothatu 
an energetic message to interfere in tho 
event of the attempted bombardment of 
Valparaiso by the insurgents. Tho prevail- 
ing impression is that the insurgents in 
their present condition could not success- 
fully undertake such a bombardment, and 
that the naval forces of Bahnaceda would 
be more than a match for them, with the 
assistance of the Valparaiso forts. Secretary 
Luce, of tho Chilian legation, said to-day 
that the legation has received no advices 
indicating that tho bombardment was pro- 
bable, and would probably bo advised in 
such u case. The latest information from 
Chili at tho legation represented tho in- 
surgents to be in such desperate straits, that 
us a Inst resort, they might be cap- 
able of anything that offered a 
gleam of hope to their cause, and it might 
not be unlikely that they would attempt, or 
threaten to attempt, a demonstration against 
Valparaiso with a view of interesting for- 
eign powers in an effort to obtain terms for 
tho now hopeless rebellion. The President 
of Chili had, however, no terms to offer, 
and would Btrictly carry out his purpose of 
restoring the national authority throughout 
the length and breadth of Chili. Secretary 
Luce added that the navul forces of the 
president were now on tho offensive, and 
that tho bombardment of Iquique was much 
more probable than that of Valparaiso. The 
report, he said, need cause no alarm to the 
British interests in Chili, which the national 
government wbb amply able to protect.

Behring Sea during the coming season 
This proposition, ouble dispatches fay, has 
caused great excitement, and sealers are 
openly proposing to evade any restrictive 
law that may he enacted on tho subject. 
Tho feeling among London and Liverpool 
merchants, outside of the American Com- 
pany, is reported very strong against tho 
proposed measure, and tho Government is 
freely denounced for what they claim is a 
cowardly surrender to the United States. 
Should the proposed law pass, and the sea'- 
ers carry out their avowed intention and 
disregard the law and capture peals when- 
ever and wherever possible, it will give the 
United States considerable trouble in pro- 
tecting her' interests in Behring Seu. To 
protect American interests will require 
several more vessels than have usually been 
sent them, us it has been proven heretofore 
that the revenue cutters Bear und Rush are 
Insufficient! to afford protection un or the 
present law, and if tho proposed 
closure law is passed it will proba- 
bly double the work in this direction. 
The Thetis, Alert, Marion and Mohican n-e 
now at San Francisco, and are about tho 
only vessels of tho navy available for the 
service, and will probably ho sent to the 
seal Island < should the n M'eso'tY arise. Tho 
other vessels of the Pacific sttition, the San 
Francisco, Baltimore, Charleston, IrnquolB 
and Banger, are at present scattered at 
points somo distance from Sin Francisco, 
and it would require some time to recall 
them ; it is doubtful if they could urrivo in 
time to ho Bout to Behring's Sea on this 
duty. No definite arrangements have been 
made, however, us it is not certain what 
Btops the British government will takr.

Ottawa, May 22.— The chief mutter of 
interest to British Columbia this week has 
reference to the important delegation which 
waited 'upon the Premier, to-day, to press 
the claims for Dominion subsidies to (1) T> « 
British Columbia Southern Railway r j^ 1 
and (2) The Nicola Valley Railway Cj^ j 
have already telegraphed to the Cor_ j0; . tfST j 
brief synopsis of the represeutati ..ms'of the 
deputation and the Premier's ro.ply thereto, 
but L think it is not out A pi ttC e that I 
should make a further reference to this 
matter. Mr. Mar* made; & very able state- 
ment of the claims of the province for 
Dominion aid te British Columbia railways, 
and having introduced the deputation the 
presentment <of the case fell to Lieut. -Col. 
Baker, M.P.P. Col. Baker looked at the 
question tfrom three standpoints : first, with 
regard to its utility ; second, from the 
financial aspect ; and thirdly, from the 
political affuity which it bore to the rela- 
tionship between the province and the 
Dominion at large. Tho description which 
Col Baker gave of the route through which 
the road would run was of a deeply inter- 
esting character, indicating that he was 
thoroughly conversant with his subject. In 
regard to the building of the road he said 
that the syndicate whith had the under- 
taking in hand would, of course, prefer thut 
a Canadian company should construct it, 
but provided no Canadian company was 
forthcoming, English capitalints were pre- 
pared to put up the money at once, if a 
Dominion subsidy were given and sup- 
posing it was not decided to allow these 
gentlemen to furnish the necessary capital, 
an American company was ready at a 
month's notice to do so. The syndicate is 
offering to either of these companies, as an 
inducement to undertake the construction 
of tho railway, to give them the whole of 
the land grant voted by the Provincial 
Legislature, which amounts to 3,400,000 
acres, the Dominion (subsidy, if such be 
given, and a bonus in addition. The only 
exception which the promoters make is, that 
of the land subsidy they shall be allowed to 
retain 100,000 acres of coal lands which 
they have secured. Sir John Macdonald, 
in reply, said that the railway was a very 
important one. The information that had 
reached the Government — imperfect us it 
might be — was that it would be almost im- 
possible to build a line from tho Kootenuy 
Lake due west to the coa3t, and if it did 
not get through there, it lost very much of 
its character of being a great Dominion 
lin \ He hoped it was as Col. Baker had said, 
that the latest surveys showed a direct line 
could be built, because it would be a grand 
thing for the country. He was greatly 
obliged to Col. Baker for his very lucid 
and clear explanation. He asked the depu- 
tation to leave the map which they hud 
brought with them in his pos- 
session. By and by the Government 
would take up the question of 
railway subsidies, when this application 
would come up along with others. He 
might state, however, that this was a very 
bad year to increase the obligations of the 
Dominion. Times yx'ero had in Europe and 
might be worse, and the Dominion was 
under heavy obligations for subsidies that 
had been granted aud were still being 
earned. The Government had not yet been 
able to fully consider whether any subsidies 
would be granted this year or to what 
extent. Already over hfty applications 
had been received for Dominion aid. In- 
formation that had reached the Government 
from so m.iny sources that there could be no 
doubt of it, pointed to the enonnous wealth 
of the country which this railway would 
open up, and that, perhaps, would be a 
great inducement to aid it. He was told 
that the mineral wealth of the district was 
so great that persons, who had secured 
j mining rights in it, could hardly contain 
themselves. The application would receive 
every consideration from the Government, 
but the first thing the company required to 
do was to get their charter through the 
House. Col. Prior pointed out that the 
land grant of tho Provincial Government 
expired within a year, so that if the road 
^ was not built next year the land grout would 
lapse, and tho Provincial Government had 
decided most emphatically not to make any 
more land grants to railways. Mr. Dewd- 
ney asked, would not the provincial legis- 
lature extend this grant, to which Col. 
Baker replied that he was afraid not. Sir 
John Macdonald stated, however, that lie 
was hopeful Mr. Robson, the premier of 
British Columbia, would come to Ottawa 
before the session closed. Ho had written 
to him, requesting him to come to the 
capital to talk over several matters in 
which the province and the Dominion were 
interested, and if he did come he would 
bring thin matter specially before him, so 
u that if the government felt it necessary to 
hold over the granting of a subsidy until 
qext year, there would be a good prospect 
of the land grant being revoted. With 
this declaration tho deputation had to be 
content. They are, however, well satisfied 
with the cordial reception they obtained 
from the Old Chieftain and the evidently 
deep impression of the importance of the 
line which was made upon him. 

TWO NEW I'ltlVT COUNCILLORS, 
The honor which His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor General conferred upon the two ex- 
Speakers of the House of Commons, Hon. 
G. A. Kirkpatrick and Hon. G. A. Ouimet, 
by making them Privy Councillors, is one 
which those gentlemen thoroughly deserve. 
It is the introduction into Canada of a sys- 
tem which has been in vogue in the Mother 
Country for more than 100 years, and while 
nothing has been said as to making it a gen- 
eral rule, still it seetus to he pretty Will un- 
derstood that future Speakers will have this 
honor conferred upon them. The effect ol 
creating these two gentlemen Privy Coun- 
cillors, is to give them the title of Honorable 
for life, which they have heretofore held on- 
ly by courtesy. The will take precedence 
over Judges of tho Supreme Court, with 
- the exception of the Chief Justice, over 
Senators and other brother Members of Par- 
liament, anil while it may seem absurd in a 
young and democratic country like this to 
talk about precedence, still, those who know 
anything of ollicial life at Ottawa must be 
aware that it has become thoroughly graft- 
ed upon our institutions.

THE FRAN0HISK ACT. 
As already stated the first battle-ground 
between tho two parties was the Franchise 
Act. On the Ministerial aide, there is pro- 
bably little love for the present machinery 
for making out the Dominion voters lists. 
Nothing was said as to the manner in which 
the Provincial lists are prepared in British 
Columbia, but enough came out in the 
debate to indicate that objectionable us the 
present Act may he, a reversion to the 
Provincial Lilts, in some of the older pro- 
vinces, would be leaping from the frying- 
pan into the fire. Sir John Thompson, in a 
■masterly speech, showed that the franchise 
in Nova Scotia had beon tinkered with to 
such an extent that, under a Liberal admin- 
istration, it had been changed one year to 
meet the party's need in a bye election, and 
then changed back again to strengthen its 
candidate in another. Other members 
pointed out that only two years ago, the 
Liberal majority in the Quebec Legislature, 
amended tho franchise for the express pur- 
pose of defeating a Conservative candidate, 
and what it would do for a single man, it 
would do for many other obnoxious Conser- 
vatives, if it got tho chance. Both these 
provinces, under Liberal administrations, 
disfranchise every man who earns his bread 
in the service of the country. The Mani- 
toba Legislature, at the instigation of an 
alleged reform government, tinkered with 
the franchise law hist session by giving to 
the appointees of the Government such ab- 
solute power in the making up of the voter's 
lists that, even the Liberal press of 
the province protested against it as 
tyrannous and disregardful of every condition 
of public su fety. Another Liberal Govern- 
ment— that of Ontario, maintains a gerry- 
mander of the constituencies that has been 
shown to give a Liberal Government a. large 
majority in the Legislature, elected by the 
minority of the voters in the province, and 
created in tho city of Toronto a three-cor- 
nered constituency for the express purpose 
of giving itself an extra supporter. Doubt- 
less it would be a great advantage to the 
Liberal party, at Ottawa, to have the con- 
trol of the federal franchise placed in the 
hands of their friends in the Provincial Leg- 
islatures. Before many years are over, ex- 
perience will have taught us bow to frame a 
law by which the. revision of the voters lists 
may be reduced to a very low point, but 
even if the present great expenditure has to 
be maintained, the Federal Parliament must 
retain in its own hands the control of the 
machinery under which its members are 
elected.

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DR. BRIGG'S CASE. 

Seniallnnal Occurrence In the Presbyterian 
General Asscmbly-A Delegate 
Falls Dead. 

Detroit, Mich., May 28.— The report of 
the committee on the Union Theological 
Seminary as to Dr. Brigga appointment or 
transfer to the chair of Biblical Theology, 
•was read ns follows: "Our duty is deli- 
cate, especially as tho presbytery of New 
York is trying Dr. Hriggs on a charge of 
heresy. The question is not that of his 
doctrinal soundness, but that of approval of 
his election by the assembly. In our view 
the trust cob may have ground for their<^- 
niol of the right of tho ussembly to veto tbo 
transfer of a professor from one chair to an- 
other. The trustees of the seminary con- 
consider that the original appointment gives 
status, nnd that the assembly has a right 
to forbid, but transfer simply assigns duty, 
^and with that the assembly has no right to 
"friterfero. Now, while we think 
the assembly has control of both 
in view of the cordial relations 
always existing. between it and tho 
trustees of tho seminary, it would be proper 
to appoint a committee of conference with 
them to report to the next assembly. In 
accordance with these views, the commit- 
tee recommended that the assembly approve 
of the appointment of Dr. I5i iggs to the 
Robinson chair of liiblical theology of Union 
Theological Seminary, and that a commit- 
tee of conference with t he trustees of that 
institution be appointed by the assembly to 
report to the next ussembly. Dr. Fatton 
addressed the assembly, this morning. He 
said he admire. 1 Dr. Briggs as a friend. The 
committee would not put a straw in his 
way, nor would it nuke 'he position of tho 
directors of the Union embarrassing. They 
had hired the man in good faith, and were 
not responsible for the utterances in his in- 
augural. The only difficult point, to his mind, 
wustheinterpretationof the compact between 
tho Union and the Presbyterian Assembly. 
If that compact permitted the exercise of 
the veto— and he thought it did— the duty 
of the Assembly lay in the direction of ex- 
ercising the veto. He did not believe in 
qualified or moral condemnation. _ The As- 
sembly must make its condemnation direct, 
if it made it at all. Prof. Smith, of Lane 
i Seminary, rose to the defence of Dr. Briggs 
and denounced the report. Was a prohibi- 
tion to put an end to tho usefulness of a 
minister in good standing! The adoption of 
tho report would put a stain on a minister, 
harm tho church, and cripp'e a school al- 
ready hurt by a death. Dr. Dickie, of Un- 
ion Seminary, also defcuded Dr. Briggs. In 
the afternoon session Judge S. M. Brecken- 
ridge, of St. Louis, spoke of the new phase 
of the question. There were only three 
things that could be done, either disap- 
prove, do as the committee had done, 
or they could refuse to diiapprove Dr. 
Briggs and send the latter back to the 
directors, because the proctcdings were 
irregular. The question of kindness did 
not require the assembly to go as far an be- 
traying a great trust, and it was a rule 
never to give reasons for a judicial act un- 
less compelled to do so, and then make 
them as brief as possible. The doubt as to 
the position of Dr. liriggs was good ground 
for disapproval. Was it not a spectacle to 
see a man under indictment confirmed in an 
office ? Just as Judge Breckenridge finished 
his remarks, at 2:45, he turned partly to- 
ward the temporary cl< rk's desk, gasped 
•>j&nd fell to tho floor insensible. He wus ear- 
ned to the ante-room and Dr. Yeomans at- 
tended him, but in a few moments he waa 
dead. The cause of death was pronounced 
to bo apoplexy. The shock to the assembly 
when Judge Breokenridge's death was an- 
nounced was a perceptible one. The debate 
was discontinued at once. The banquet set 
for to-night was postponed, and a memorial 
service ordered instead.

PASSING A WAY. 



Men of both parties, and of all creeds, in 
every part of Canada, will be grieved to 
Iiear that Sir John Macdonald is on his 
death bed. Sir John lias outlived the poli- 
tical animosities of the years of his early 
life and his middle age. Opposition to him 
has become, with many, rather a tradition 
than an nctive principle, and it is entirely 
devoid of poison al bitterness. Among his 
supporters reverence and affection have, to 
a great extent, taken the place of party 
loyalty. Canadians, Liberal as well as 
Conservative, are now prourl of "John A." 
He is allowed] both at home ami abroad, to 
be the first of Canadians, and a statesman 
who would bo considered great in any 
country. No one begrudges him the honors 
he has won, tuul the reputation he has 
earned. It was hoped that he would live 
some years longer to enjoy the rest he so 
much needed and to well deserved. But 
the only rest for him will be in the grave, 
in which he will soon bo laid full of years 
and honors, Bincerely mourned by the 
people for whom he labored long and sym- 
pathised with deeply. 



DROUGHT TO BOOK. 

We see thnt we have been su unfortunate 
ai to incur tlio displeasure of the Nunaimo 
Free Press. It denounces our very mild re- 
marks on Mr. D. W. Gordon's vilification of 
the Viccoria magistrates as a " viliainoiiB 
attack." There was surely nothing villain- 
ous in saying that to condemn magistrates, 
who, in the exercise of their official duty, 
signed a requisition for troops, as "scoun- 
drels" was neither gentlemanly nor sensible, 
for that was the head and front of our 
offending. It would seem as if editors and 
members of Parliament in Nanaimo are so 
accustomed to use strong language that they 
regard such terms as " villainous " and 
"scoundrel " as almost complimentary, and 
are surprised when people living in other 
parts of the world place a very different 
estimate upon those epithets. Perhaps, the 
editor of the Tree Press »ncl Mr. D. W. 
Gordon will lenni in time that decent people 
who have learned the true value of words 
arc very careful how they use such terms. 
They will find out by and by that a man is 
known as well by the words be uses, as by 
the company he keeps. 

The course which the Colonist has pur- 
sued with respect to the Wellington strike 
has not pleased our Nanaimo contemporary. 
It says : 

"The Colonist, in championing the cause 
of the Dunsmuirs, did so in a virulent man- 
ner, and with such dogmatic assertions that 
tho presumption was most violent, that as 
the Dunsmuirs had been given half the Is- 
land they, and they alone, had a monopoly 
of all the rights and privileges usually ac- 
corded to human beings, and that all out- 
side should bend the knee to the autocrats, 
bb though they were more than ordinary 
mortals — demi-seini-Gods for instance." 

There may bo some one in Nanaimo who 
can tell us what all this means, for wu mubt 
confess that it passes our comprehension. 
Wo gather from it that in the estimation of 
tho Free Press we have been guilty of some- 
thing awful. We are not conscious of hav- 
ing done anything that is wrong in connec- 
tion with the Wellington strike. Wo h*ve 
contended for freedom. We have tried to 
iinpreis upon the public that full liberty 
should bo accorded to both employers 
and employed. We hold that the employer 
has no right to interfere with the 
workingtneivs liberty of action, and 
that tho workiiigman has no right 
to coerce, or to attempt to coerce, 
the employer, und wo have given expression 
to tliiss opinion in language with v/hich ov.ir. 
the Free Press eou!d not find fault. We 
hold, too, that every workiiigman has a 
right to work when ho pleases, and for 
whom lie pleases, and that no other work- 
ingman should be permitted to interfere 
with him in the exorcise of that right, Wo 
have advocated this principlo in language 
which we conddcred moderate and not cal- 



culated to irritato or offend any reasonable 
person or any lover of fuir-pluy. If the 
principle is unsound, and if our advocacy of 
it has been virulent and offensive, the Free 
rress has not objected to either our argu- 
ments or our manner of advancing them. 

These questions, as our contemporary 
very well knows, are among the most im- 
portant that can occupy the public atten- 
tion, and it is necessary that they shall be 
discussed freely and independently. We 
are sorry to see that the Free Press has not 
attempted to discuss the relations that 
ought to exist between employers 
and employed, and between working- 
men in unions and workingmen out of 
unions. It may bo that it is not in a posi- 
tion to give an independent opinion on 
these subjects, that it is not at liberty to 
discuss them freely. If this is the case we 
ure sorry for it. < But if our Nanaimo con- 
temporary is shackled, if there aro in- 
fluences around it, which prevent its taking 
any other course than the ono it has pur- 
sued, it should not condemn tho Colonist 
because" it has boen frco to take tho stand 
it has believed to bo the right oue on this 
matter of the Wellington strike and with 
respect to tho relations between capital and 
Ul or generally. We beg to assure our con- 
temporary that we are not on tho side of 
the employers, but we ure on the side of 
fair-play and equal rights, and in the 
interests of the workingmen ; as well as in 
those of the capitalist, we endeavor to up- 
hold the supremacy of the law. 



THE EXHIBITION BUILDING BY- 
LA W. 

The twenty-five thousand dollars which 
the Corporation proposes to grant in aid of 
un exhibition building, will be money well 
invested. The building, though not within 
the bounds of the city, may be regarded as 
one of the city's most valuable appurten- 
ances. Agricultural and Industrial Ex- 
hibitions are most beneticial to the cities in 
which they aro held. They give a stimu- 
lous to business already existing, nnd they 
materially assist iu creating new business. 
Therefore, from the narrowest view of self- 
interest, tho citizens will be wise to do 
what they can to aid ill the erection of an 
Exhibition building, which will be a credit 
to Victoria and add to its attractions. As 
long as it is used for exhibition 
purposes — which will, no doubt, be 
always — it will yield a handsome 
return for the money invested in it ; 
and if it should so happen that it should 
fall into disuse or be used for some other 
purpose than that of an exhibition building, 
tho money advanced to aid in its erection 
■will be a first charge upon tho building. So 
whatever happens the city is not likely to 
lose. Taking into consideration the intlu 
enca that exhibitions will have in developing 
the agricultural resources of the Island of 
Vancouver, nnd the part of it in the vicinity 
of this city particularly, and the benefit 
which men in every branch of business will 
derive from well-conducted annual exhibi- 
tiins, we are convinced that the ratepayers 
of Victoria will do wisely on the ninth of 
next month to vote for the Exhibition Build- 
ing By-law. 



AN INACCUIiATE STATEMENT. 

Our Ottawa correspondent's telegram of 
the 27th inst. contained the following sen- 
tence : " Mr. Tilton says that the claim of 
the canners that the supply of fish is inex- 
haustible and that protection is not neces- 
sary, is utterly untenable." Mr. Tilton is 
one of the deputy bends of the Department 
of Marine and Fisheries, and, consequently, 
what he says on the subject of the preserva- 
tion of the salmon, and of the views of the 
Ci liners, will be considered by many as 
authoritative. 

Now, we have no hesitation in saying 
that, if Mr. Tilton used the language whieb 
our correspondent attributes to him, he said 
what was not true. The canners do not 
claim that the supply of fish is inexhaust- 
ible, neither do they maintain that protec- 
tion is not necessory. We have before us 
the Report of the Committee of the Canners' 
Association, which is dated 4th February, 
1891, and signed R. P. Rithet, M. T. 
Johnston, for B«lve3 and Committee. This 
report has, no doubt, been read, or it ought 
to have been read, very carefully by Mr. 
Tilton. It contains the following para- 
graph : 

"From the imperfect knowledge shown 
by the statements now under consideration, 
your Committee think that the Depaitmout 
should appoint a Board of Resident Com- 
missioners, who should study the habits of 
the salmon frequenting the rivers of this 
coast and acquire accurate and reliable in- 
formal ion for the guidance of the Department 
in order that no unnecessary or nppres-ive 
regulations nniy be imposed, while due care 
mat/ be taken to prevent the exhaustion of the 
aupnly of salmon.' 

The words we have underlined distinctly 
admit that it is possible to exhaust the. sup- 
ply of salmon, and the whole paragraph sug- 
gests the most reasonable and the most 
effective means by which the exhaustion can 
bo provented. 

So far aro the canners from believing that 
the supply of s timet) is inexhaustible and 
that no meai)3 of protection are necessary, 
that they were the first to suggest the most 
effective means that havo been adopted for 
tke preservation of the fish. They, too, 
rigidly observe all reasonable und really 
effective regulation*, whether suggested by 
themselves or devised by tho Government. 
What the canners do object to, are not 
measures intended to protect the salmon, 
but the unnecessary and oppressive regula- 
tions which have no other effect than to 
crea-to confusion in tho canning business und 
cause loss to those who have invested money 
in it. 

What the cunners most earnestly desire 
is thnt the salmon fishery should be placed 
undor tho supervision of capable men, who 
would ruako a study of the industry in all 
its branch«s, and thus qualify themselves 



to draw up intelligent and practical rules 
for its regulation. 

If, as Mr. Tilton is represented assaying, 
the oinncra claim that fish protection is not 
necessary, why should they ask the Govern- 
ment to tppoiut a Commission, composed of 
cap iblo men, to supervise tho salmon fish- 
ery. From this it is seen that the canners 
do not object to the interference of Govern- 
ment to protect tlio salmon, but what they 
do object to iff the mischievous meddling of 
men who do not possess the knowledge ne- 
cessary to regulate the fishery so that it can 
be prosecuted with advantage by the can- 
ners, while at tho same time the salmon ure 
adequately protected. 

The visit of Mr. Wihnot to tho Frasor 
River, lust year, shows how the Depart- 
ment treuts the very important industry of 
salmon packing in British Columbia. An 
official, who has never been in the province 
before, and has no practical knowledge of 
the salmon fishery on this coast, cornea to 
Victoria. He declares that he doss not 
come on business ; but, since he is here, he 
will take a look at the fisheries. He takes 
a trip, partly on business and partly for 
pleasure, to the Eraser River of two days' 
duration, visits some ol the canneries, and 
returns to Ottawa. From the knowledge 
thai he has thus picked up on the sly, Mr. 
Wilmot considers himself qualified to draw 
up an elaborate report on the Fraser River 
Fishery and to pass an opinion, not only on 
the methods of tho canners, but on their 
characters as men of buaiuess. And Mr. 
Wilmot, no doubt, on the strength of his 
flying, and almost furtive, visit to British 
Columbia, considers himself competent to 
advise the Department us to how the Fraser 
River salmon fishery should be regulated. 

Now we ask, what is the value of infor- 
mation on a subject, admitted by men of 
experience to be difficult, obtained in such 
a way and under such circumstances, and 
what is Mr. Wilmot's advice with respect 
to the way in which the salmon fishery 
should bo conducted, worth * If Mr. 
Wilmot is n genius, if ho possesses preter- 
natural powers of observation, if he has 
means of obtaining knowledge and of digest- 
ing it, unknown to ordinary mortals, his 
roport und advice might be depended upon 
by the Miniiter of Marine and Fisheries. 
Bat, as he is a departmental official of 
average ability, with no other or better 
powers of acquiring information thun his 
brother officials, his report and advice are 
worse than worthless, for they are mislead- 
ing. 

We are utterly at a loss to understand 
why tho Government does not accede to the 
request of the canners so often and so 
urg ntly made for a commission of cupablo 
and impartial men, to enquire into the 
whole business. Such a commission would, 
it is true, take longer than two or three 
da^s to prosecute its enquiries, und would 
openly examine men who have had ex- 
perience iu catching and cunning salmon. 
But tho information it would gain would be 
extensive, accurate and valuable, und would 
be such as would enable it to come to com- 
mon-sense conclusions with regard to the 
management of the salmon fisheries. Tho 
Fishery Department would be safe in being 
guided by its report and the canners, if 
they did not like it, could say nothing, the 
Commission being a tribunal of their own 
choosing.

BOATS STOLEN. 

Several Fine Ones Taken by Thieves Daring 
the Olebratloit. 

Several boats were stolen during the cele- 
bration, and appearances would indicate 
that a regular gang of thieves h id carried 
out a pre-arranged plan of larceny. The 
first boat stolen was a two-oared row-boat, 
from Mcintosh's boat-house. On the 
morning of Saturday, May a young man 
called at the boat-house and hired the boat 
for a couple of hours. He selected one of 
the best boats in tho establishment, and 
was very particular about the oars, insist- 
ing upon tho best and selecting two fine 
pair. He left his overcoat, a light striped 
one, at tho boat-house, but has since failed 
to call for it or return the boat, no trace of 
which can bo learned. Mr. James H. See- 
ley, the starter in tho yacht race, observed 
a man in a row-boat pulling past l-'inlayson 
Point, about 10 o'clock Saturday morning, 
It is believed to bo the party who had Mc- 
intosh's boat. 

About 7 o'clock, the same evening, a re 
8peotuble looking young man called at the 
boat-house of O. A. Niekells, under the 
railroad bridge, on the west side, 
and hired a boat for an hour, pay- 
ing for it in advance, since which 
time neither ho nor the boat has been 
seen. Mr. Niekells says that the stranger 
pulled up towards the Gorge, but after 
turning the point was not seen again. The 
boat was a 13 foot'row boat, painted white, 
with varnished top and thwarts, and had 
" No 1 " painted in green upon her bow and 
stern. Inside, on the starboard side near 
the stern, her name, "Fairy," was branded 
in very deep letters. 

Mr. C. E. Redfern, the jeweler, also lost 
a row boat from his boat house, which was 
entered by thieves some time between 
Friday night and Monday morning. Mr. 
Redfern eannot tell just when his boat was 
taken. It was in the boat house Friday 
evening, but was gone when he looked for 
it on Monday. 

No trace of tho thifves h»s been dis- 
covered, and noshing has been beard of the 
missing boats. It is thought that thev 
were taken for tie purpoee of enabling the 
thieves and piekpoekets, who so success- 
fully plisd their Tocation last Saturday, to 
escape with their plunder. The anxiety of 
tiie man who hired Mr. Mcintosh's boat for 
good oars, an extra pair, together with the 
circumstance of Mr. Seeley observing the 
boat going past Beacon HL3 would have a 
tendency ta substantiate this- theory.

Entomologist Crow, +t 
the state boiil d of horticulture wrote loveral 
wi'elts ago to Australia for un insect which 
feeds on tlio grasshoppers, and it supply is 
expected by the next steamer. 

Skippluic. 

San Fhancisco, Muy 28.— Cleared— Bark 
Hesper, Burrard Inlet. 

Trumbull Hurreuilem. 

San Francisco, Muy 28.— Trumbull, the 
Chilian Senator, who has been indicted 
by the Federal Grand Jury at Los Angeles 
in connection with the ltuta uflfuir, ugain 
left this ciiy this afternoon in company with, 
his attorney for Los Angeles to surrender 
himself in the jurisdiction of the Federal 
Court in the Southern district of California. 
This move wns made by Mr. Trumbull 
voluntarily. The warrant was in the bands 
of the U. S. Marshall here to serve, but 
Trumbull, as soon as ho heard of the indict- 
niont at Los Angeles, went at once to the 
U. S. District Attorney and volunteered to 
go South. 

Murder and sulclile. 

BbKLIN, May 28.— George Scharz, who 
had jtiHt married a beautiful seventeen-year- 
old girl at Treves, shot his wife dead, yes- 
terday, und committed suicide. No cause 
of the terrible deed is known. 

Italy'* Follllr.nl and Financial Situation. 

London, Muy 28. — A long dispatch is, to- 
day, published by the Tunes from its cor- 
respondent in Koine, in which he reviews, 
in detail, both the political und iiimnciul 
situation of Italy. After the presenta- 
tion of a formidable array of figures, the 
correspondent nukes as un inference, drawn 
therefrom, the declaration that Italijii con- 
stitutionalism is being gradually degraded, 
and the piiuful spectacle is now witnessed 
of the Italian commune nnd provinces prey- 
ing upon a st.te, which is slowly being 
driven into bankruptcy by their pitiless 
greed. Patriotism, devotion and constancy, 
which, from 1820 to 1870, won the udmirfi- 
tion of thoughtful European Liberals, is, he 
asserts, yielding pluco to the impulses of 
personal ambition und to indifference to the 
nationul vitality. The chamber of deputies 
is no longer controlled by the government; 
und its members oppose or reject govern- 
mental measures us they elect. The 
government is interpellated by the deputies, 
who disregard a ministry that for some 
time past has been powerless to secure a 
quorum for the discussion of even such 
questions as might involve its own exist- 
ence. Should a crisis result in a dissolution 
of the Chamber, with the party of the right, 
in power, t he Roman Catholic vote would 
most probably be relieved of the virtual 
prohibition from voting for members of the 
Chamber, and this would make the ministry 
stronger This unknown element in the 
politics of It.ily may transpire to be a factor 
of paramount importance to the welfare of 
the nation, It is thought that its exercise 
of franchise will bring with it certain 
material concessions to the Vatican. Con- 
tinuing, the correspondent says the Ituliuti 
press comments on law, order nnd educa- 
tion, the domestic and foreign politics of 
Italy, subjects of emigration, the disappear- 
ance of limber, and the prevalence of 
malsriu and cabinet intrigues, in a pessimis- 
tic vein. 

The Copyright Law. 

London, May 28. — In the House of Com- 
mons, t i-d.iy, Mr. Stuart Wortley, political 
secretary of the Home Office, said that Sir 
Julian PdUUCefote had been directed to 
make enquiries on the subject of interna- 
tional copyright. The A.meiictn Govern- 
ment would shortly issue n circular to the 
powers in regard to the copyright law and 
its application, and the British Government 
would await l ho receipt of the circular be- 
fore proceeding further. 

Agnlusi ijbe HvrcallnR System. 
London, May 28.— All the Jewish tailors 
ond tailoresses in the East End will soon 
strike against the sweating system. They 
hope to lie as successful as their brethren, 
the first class tailors of the West End shops, 
who have just won a strike for better pay 
and hours. 

Pror. T.i ud nil's Illness. 

London, May 28.— Prof. Tyndall is still 
confined to bed by illness, though he is 
gradually recovering his strength. Ho was 
nearly over his sickness when un attack of 
grippe set him back. 

TUc VcwfDiiiidlnml QueHtlon. 

London, May 28. —In the House of 
Commons to day, the Hon. W. II. Smith 
said that on the promise of the Newfound- 
land delegates that a bill would he passed 
to carry out the Modus Vivendi, and the 
award of the arbitration thereunder, the 
Government proposed that tho Knutsford 
bill be rend u second time with the agree 
ment to postpone the ne>t stage of the 
bili for three weeks. If by that lime tho 
Colonial legislature had passed the measure 
promsiod, the Government would with- 
draw its bill. Mr. Smith then moved 
the second reading. Mr, J. L, Pie ton, 
libnral, moved the adjournment of the 
debate. Mr. Smith said the Government 
was bound to obtain the function of Par- 
ament to the principle of tho bill. After 
the sicond reading un opportunity would be 
given to review the whole transaction. Mr. 
Pic ton insisting on his motion, a division 
was had, resulting in the defeat of the mo- 
tion by 10.") to 122. Mr. Brycc, Liberal, 
moved that ihe House take notice that the 
Legislature of Newfoundland had passed an 
Act, satisfactory to t he House, declaring its 
readiness to support measures necessary to 
carry out the treaty, und should not pro- 
ceed to tho second reading. Mr. Smith said 
the Government had no ofliciul evidence 
that such a hill hud passed the Newfound- 
land Legislature. If Mr. llryce would 
amend his motion so as to begin " Tho House 
having been informed that the Newfound- 
land Legislature, <S-.e.," then the Govern- 
ment would be willing to uceeile to the 
motion. This announcement was received 
with hearty cheers, and the motion as 
amended was approved.
